DEBAR, Yugoslavia (AP) — 
A powerful earthquake Thurs­ 
day wrecked this picturesque 
Macedonian town, nestled in a 
valley between high mountains, 
and devastated areas of nearby 
Albania. 
Eight persons, seven of them 
.children, were known dead and 
40 injured in Debar. The Alban­ 
ian radio said 11 persons were 
killed and 134 injured in eastern 
Albania. 
Nearly every dwelling in De­ 
bar, a town of 8,000, was leveled 
or made uninhabitable.

stroyed. Hardest hit was the Al­ 
banian district of Dibra, where 
most of the casualties occurred, 
the broadcast added. 


LITTERED WITH BRICK 
The streets of Debar were lit­ 
tered with brick, tile and broken 
glass. Massive landslides for a 
time blocked roads and isolated 
Debar from the rest of Macedo­ 
nia. 
Some people dragged their

peared bewildered as they mill­ 
ed in the rain in the streets or 
parks.

The quake originated in near-i 
by Albania, but the Communist 
regime there made no mention 
of it.

Ismail Mulalin, mayor of De­ 
bar, wbo was directing relief op­ 
erations. said about 35 per cen 
of the houses in town were dam­ 
aged or destroyed and the same 
reports came from nearby vil­ 
lages.

E ver encounter the m isfortune of 
having an erro r made on a charge ac­ 
count and then spend m onths trying to 
have it corrected? Or have a problem 
w ith a m agazine subscription or a book 
club, or any other large business con­ 
cerns, and w rite a letter of inquiry or 
com plaint? 


M ost every Pottstonian has had an 
experience of this type. 


Some of the oddest things happen - 
in these circum stances. 
But usually 
nothing happens. 
In the case of an 
erroneous item on a charge account, 
dunning notices will start coming if 
the item isn’t paid, and frequently no 
num ber of letters or phone calls seems 
to have the slightest effect. 


Non-response is the name given to 
this phenomenon, and it appears to be 
on the increase ih alm ost every line of 
business. 
The problem is that m a­ 
chines are now opening mail addressed 
fo people. 


W ell, alm ost. People still open the 
mail, although frequently with the aid 
of a machine. 
But it is up to a com­ 
p u ter to punch out a standard reply. 
C om puters are doing wonderful jobs 
as 
m em ory 
banks 
and 
production 
schedulers. 
But they are the w orld’s 


w orst mail answerers. 


A person writing to a com puterized 
business w ith a com plaint generally 
will receive a reply— a very courteous 
reply, to be sure, but one which usually 
says nothing more than thank you fo r 
your interest, and your letter has been 
referred to another departm ent for an 
answer. 
The answer never comes. 


So the cycle begins again. A nother 
inquiry brings little or no satisfaction, 
and often the same form reply. 
N on­ 
response scores again. 


Businesses which 
have 
installed 
com puters to autom ate office routine 
frequently make the serious m istake 
of assum ing the m achines can do all 
the clerical chores. They cannot. 


And when an unusual situation 
arises—a frequent occurrence in busi­ 
ness—which machine routine is not 
program m ed to handle, the consequen­ 
ces can be sim ultaneously hum orous, 
fru stratin g and 
costly 
to 
all 
con­ 
cerned. 


It is tim e to stop dehum anizing busi­ 
ness and return it to some semblance 
of a relationship between buyer and 
seller. 
The world of non-response is 
not a good foundation for fu tu re busi­ 
ness grow th.

If. the group is well chosen, and if it 
attacks its job diligently, maybe even­ 
tually the nation will have at least 
some guidelines by which it may make 
some intelligent decisions.
